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I STORY is at prefer! t fo generally efteemed, and its be ft Authors fo much perufed, that it is un- 
neccflary to fay any thing of its Importance. For it opens, like a great Avenue, into fo many of the 
Branches of Learning, and the different Provinces of Life, that every Man finds it ufeful, in that 
Parc of Knowledge to which he may give the Pretercnce. 

And yet, while the Books of all Nations upon this Subject, enter into every Library, of which, indeed, they 
generally occupy the largeft Divifion ; while they arc become the private Amufement of fo many, as well 
as a prevailing Topic of Convcrfarion, it is furprifing that Chronoi og y fhould have been hitherto fo par¬ 
tially known, when it has fo much higher Prcrenfions, than that of a Sifter Art. For the Series of Time, 
according to its proper ^Periods, the Interval of Occurrences, and the Train and Coincidence of Events, muft 
be drawn together into one Body, to make what is properly called, The Thread of History ; without 
which it is really nothing more than a Bundle of detached Fragments. 

But indeed, this Neglcdt of Chronological Knowledge has arifen from one of the vulgar Errors of the 
prefent Age, which has mifreprcfenccd the Nature of this Science, as if it were merely confined to the intvi - 
cate Points of uncertain Hijlory ■ whereas its Province is of a much larger Extent, and comprehends the whole 
Hiftory of the World, according to the Divifion of Kingdoms, as well as the Succeflion of Ages ; and is fo 
much the more full, accurate, and ufeful, as the particular Ages and Centuries arc the better known. 

It is not, therefore, without good Reafon, that Chronology, by way of Proverb, lias been called The Eve 
of History ; becaufc this Metaphor exprefles better than any other, how it opens a Light upon the moll 
dark and complicated Revolutions of Mankind. 

And we fhall be the more confirmed in our Opinion of the Neccflity of this Branch of Science, if wc find 
that the Generality of Readers acquire their hiflorical Knowledge by fuch unconnected Parcels as they arc 
fcklom able clearly to put together. And of this the following Articles may ferve for an Example, as they 
contain the Subftancc of the ancient Greek and Roman Hiftory, before the Birth of Chrift; and every one 
may judge for himlelf, whether he has not pcrufcd many of them, in the common Method of reading, with¬ 
out any proper Attention to their chronological Order. Such as,

Now all thcfe, though they are curious in the Detail, and Plutarch has given us mod of them with great 
beauty of Description, in the Lives of his different Heroes; yet they always appear, as if they were covered 
wnh a Cloud of Darkncfs, and make but an imperfed: Impreffion on the Memory, till the Lamp of Hiftorical 
Chronology has enlightened them. For it is that, which fixes them, in their proper Order of Succeffion; 
which fills up their different Intervals, according to the Scries of Time ; which gives the prccife Month and 
Day of each Tran fid ion ; which accompanies them with other cotemporary Circumflances; and which con¬ 
nects them altogether, with the Periods and eftablifhed /Eras of Chronology. 

Tiffs Order and Connedion will appear {till the more neccflary, if \vc confider the Abfurdicies of fome Au¬ 
thors of Reputation, in Matters of this Sort.

Now the Conon, whom Virgil mentions, was not Conon the Athenian General, but Conon of Alexandria, 
tlic Allronomer; who had given the Name of Como Berenices , to one of the Conitcilations, and was an intimate 
Friend of Archimedes, who is generally thought to be tire other Auronomcr whom Virgil had in his 
Lye; but when Scrvius fupposkl it might be Prolcmy, lie gave us a ft range Contradidion in point of Time, 
for it may be fficwn that Ptolemy the Mathematician, according to his own Obfervations, did not ffourifh till 
above 130 Years alter Ciirifi; and we know, that Virgil died 19 Years before tire Chriflian /lira ; fo that Pto¬ 
lemy did not really make a Figure till about 150 Years after the Death of Virgil. 

Accuifills, the famous Author of the Glofies on the Civil Law, who flourifficd in the Beginning of the XHI'" 

1 o o 

Century, has obferved in liis Glofs, in hgem 5 D. de fer . “ that our Saviour was not yet born, in the Days of 
“ Ulpian the Lawyer;” tliough we know that Ulpian was Prime Miniftcr to Alexander Severus, the Roman 
Emperor, and that he died in the Year 226 after Chrift. And others, in their Notes ad novrlhim XLV 1 II. c. 1. 
had concluded, “ that the Emperor Juflinian lived before the Birth of Chrift, occaufc no Mention is made of 
the Chriftian -fra, either in the Codex, or the Digeft of tlie Law, publifhed by iliac Emperor though 
tile Pukhe.uion of the Codex is chronologically fixed to have been on April i6th. 529 Years after the Birth 
of Chriff k 

After thcfe few Examples, and indeed there arc many fuch, there will be little Rcafon to infifl any far¬ 
ther upon the Ufcfulncls of this Science, in Matters of Learning. And therefore it may he fufficient, to 
recommend the famous Infeription on the Portal of the Academics of Pythagoras and Plato, to be coufi- 
dered and imitated, for it has a very univerfal Application.

Where, and about what Time, Chronology firfl rofc to be a regular Science, may be cafily pointed out. 

PohbiurN is of Opinion, that F.phorus of Cumie, the Hiflorian, was the firfl who attempted ir, under the 
Form of an lhffvcrl.il Iliflory; and we know that he fiourifhed in the Days of Philip of Maccilon, about 350 
^'e.us before Chrift ; but nothing fatisfadory upon tiffs Subjed fee ms to liavc appeared till after the Days of 
lii.s Son Alexander; and folate, indeed, as towards the Clofc of the Reign of Ptolemy Philadelpluis, about 
the Middle ol the IIP Century before Chrift : And the true Rcaf>n of it feems to be this, That before the Con- 
quefls of Alexander, the (.‘recks bad very fcanty Materials for fuch a Work ; as their Knowledge was con¬ 
fined to tlie Tranfadions of a narrow Trad of Country, and to the Annals of a fliort Period of Time. For their 
Travellers could not cafily import the Hiftorical Memoirs of the Countries through which they parted* 
1 iconic luch a Work would have required many Advantages of which they were fcldom Matters. Such as, a 
thorough Knowledge of the Language of the Country, a free Acccfs to all their principal Records,

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and a Perfeverance in fuch Application for a Series of Years. Now, general Wars, among their fatal 
Calamities, often produce certain accidental good Confequences, by the Opportunities they give to Num¬ 
bers of observing the Situation, Nature, and Improvements of other Nations; by which the Progrefs and 
Circulation, both of Learning and of other ufeful Arts, has been the more eafily propagated into different 

Countries. 

Strabo tells us, “ that the Greeks received great Advantages even in their Knowledge of Geography, from 
a t he Conquefts of Alexander; for by his Means they became more perfectly acquainted with the larger 
« Tracts of Afia, and all the Northern Parrs of Europe, to the River Ifter;" and he might have mentioned 
too the whole Extent of Egypt; fo that, at one and the fame Time, they came to the full Poilcffion of Baby¬ 
lon and Egypt, the two great Fountains of Ancient Learning. “ The Romans," fays he, “ in like Manner, 


opened the fame Light over the Weftern Parts of Europe, up to the River Elbe, which divided Germany 
into two Parrs ; and they went beyond the Ifter even to the Tyra ; and as for the Countries round the Lake 
“ Maoris, and the Sea-coaft to Colchis, they were undifeovered, till the Days of Mithridarcs, firnamed 
“ Eupator, King of Pontus ; and the Parthian Empire made Hyrcania, Baclria, and the Scythians that lived 
“ beyond them, to be better known d .” 

We may therefore take it for granted, that no General Hi (lory could be properly compofed, till the Geo¬ 
graphy of thefe Countries was fufficicntly known, in order tu delcribe the Strength of each particular King¬ 
dom

the Number of its Inhabitants, the Progrefs of its Annies, or the Provinces that might be loft t 
ired, in its Quarrels with other Kingdoms. But whenever the Accefs to all thefe Countries was lai 
open, by the Conqueft of Alexander ; when fo many new Kingdoms were eftabliihed, under the Macedonian 
Government, into which the Citizens of all the Greek States were freely admitted ; when it extended the 
Greek Tongue, as an univerfal Language, over Afia and Egypt; it gave the mod favourable Opportunity to 
feveral eminent Men to write the Hiftorics of different Nations. Berosus compiled the Hiftory of Chalduxi, 
from the Records of Babylon ; and Manetho that of Egypt, from the Records of Memphis, and of Thebes ; 
and the Arundelian Marbles gave a complete Scries of the Annals of Greece, from their carlicft Times ; 
all of which were compoicd in that Age, by cotemporary Writers. And when we add to this, that the gicat 
Library of Alexandria was firfl formed under Ptolemy Ph^ladelphus, into which the Writings of all Nations 
were collcfted; we may fafely conclude from fo many united Particulars, that it was then, and not before, 
that Univerfal Chronology became a Science. 

And the more narrowly we confidcr the Situation of the World at this Time, \vc fhall be the more fully 
convinced of this Opinion. For till there was a Collection of proper Materials brought together, inch as 
the Manuscripts of all Nations mull contain, it was impofliblc to feparate the Truth of lJiftory from the Rub- 
bifli of Fable; becaufe Faftg are only to be canvafTed from a Multitude of Circumftanccs, which combine toge¬ 
ther to give Light to each other, while the cotemporary Iii(lory of one Country corrclponds to the cotempo¬ 
rary State of another. 

And as a Library was necefTary to furnifh the Materials for this Purpofc, fo we find, that the fir ft great 
Father of Chronology was Eratosthenes, the Librarian of Alexandria, who had the Command of all that Trea- 
fure of Learning. For the PoflcfGon of fuch a Multitude of Hiftorical Memoirs both prompted and enabled 
him to determine the Dates of many diftant Fafts. And we are informed by Dionyfius of. ITalicarnaflus c , 
that in the Execution of this Work, he had laid down to himfelf certain Chronological Canons, which that great 
Critic declares, he found to be accurate and uncorrupted, having examined them, in a Trcatifc wrote pur- 
pofely upon that Subjeft, though, to the great Misfortune of the Learned World, it is now loft. 

The Tables which arc now publifhed, arc not built upon any new Syflcm of Chronology ; for tins is a 
Science which, of all others, admits the leaft of any Innovations ; though it has not cfcapctl the fa/hionahle 
Diftemper of tlie prefent Age, which multiplies new Theories and new Opinions upon every Branch of 
Learning. And indeed this Spirit of Novelty, which is rather the Childhood and fcporr of Imagination, than 
the Maturity of Judgment, has become a more dcfpotic Tyrant over the Undcrflandings of Men, than all the 
Prejudices of Education put together. For though we may have juflly rejefted many of the Errors, or the 
Follies, of our Forefathers, yet thefe can never juftify an Attack upon the good Scnfe, the Learning, the Re¬ 
ligion, or the Experience of pad Ages; which have, and which always will outlive, both the Vinous of En- 
ihufiafm, and the Perplexities of Metaphyfics. 

The Ancient Chronology lias been digefted in the Tables according to the Hebrew Text, and agreeable to 
the Syflem of Archbishop Ussher ; though it is proper to obferve, that we do not affunic the earlier Dares of 
Years, as if they could be demonftrated mathematically. For as wc only prefer them, from their being 
more generally received than any other, a mid ft a vaft Uncertainty of no iefs than Three hundred diil'cr- 
ent Opinions, about the exaft Year of the Creation, we therefore chufe to decline any ControvciTy upon 
Points, where the Data are fo few, and the Range of Hypothefis fo unlimited ; where Authors boatl of De- 
monftratiens, and yet give us nothing more than the Play of a prolific Imagination. And we may be 
the eafier fatisfied upon this Head, if we confider, that neither Religion nor Hiftory are fundamentally 
concerned in precifely fixing the Times of fuch remote Antiquity. 

But when we defeend inro the fucceeding Ages of the World, wc hope the Periods that have been adopted 
in the Tables, and their collateral Events, will be found, in general, to be built upon the bell Authorities, 
without being fervilely copied from the Syftem of any one particular Author, 

It is unneceffary to give a Derail of the Errors and Omiftions of the other Tables of Chronology, by way 
of Apology for what are now publifhed. For the Complaint againft them is rather of a more general Na¬ 
ture, 41 That in them all there is either a Want of Clearncfs and Method in their Plan, or a Want of Mate- 

rials in their Execution; that they arc feldom found applicable to the different Books of Hiftory, either 
•* Ancient or Modern, which indeed ought to be their principal Point of View; and that they have rather

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«< wanted a Commentary themfelves, than helped to illuftrate other Authors.” And of this there cannot be 
given a clearer Evidence, than the Practice of many Hiftorians of Reputation, who have found it neceflary 
to add to their Writings certain Chronological Excerpts, under the Form of a Table, which, though generally 
very imperfedt, are yet a plain Proof of their Sentiments with regard to the Infufficiency of other Tables 
of Chronology. 

For fuch is the Table fubjoined by Dr. Prideaux to his Connection of the Old and New Teftament; fuch 
likewife is the Table, added by Mr. Stanley to his Lives of the Philofophers; and fuch alfo are the Chrono¬ 
logical Tables which have been lately publilhed, by way of Supplement to the Univer/al Hijlory All of which 
were only intended by their Authors as partial Illuftrations of thefe particular Works. 

The Tables of Helvicus, which were publilhed in 1629, are what approach the neareft to the Plan of the 
prefent Work, and have been generally preferred by Men of Learning to all the reft; becaufe they give a 
more united View of the collateral Succeffion of different Kingdoms. Whereas the more modem Tables of 
Talent, Marfhal\ Frefnoy, and thofe compofed by an anonymous Author from Pctavius, have all of them made 
one great and fundamental Miftake. For their chief Aim feems to have been pointed to the contracting 
Hiftory into as little Room as they could, by which they have loft the true Connection and Union of its 
Parts, which can never be preferved, without expanding them, according to the Series of /ingle Tears ; and we 
therefore venture to affirm, that this Principle is the moft effential in the Texture of a Chronological Table. 
For it is in Chronology as in Mufic, where the Harmony does not arife from any Angle Note, or from any 
Number of Notes, but from their being properly proportioned and tuned to each other ; where, without the 
exadt Difpofition of Time and Place, the true Unifon of Concert is broken, and the beft Mufic may become 
Dilcord. 

The Improvements that are to be found in the prefent Tables, and which are not contained in the Plan of 
Helvicus , may be reduced under different Heads. 

And firft, we have added to the .Eras of Time, and to the Succeffion of Kings, the Principal Annals ofUniver- 
pl Hijlory. For thefe two firft will be found to be uninterefting and dry, unlei's accompanied with the great 
Stream of Remarkable Events. And the fixing of thefe Events to the Precifion of Months and Days, wherever pro¬ 
per Authorities could enable us, will be found to be a very confiderable Improvement upon the original Plan. 
For it opens to many other collateral Circumftances, which ferve to imprefs them much deeper on the Me¬ 
mory ; and it prevents that great Perplexity of confounding Time and Place, which therefore renders a 
Minutenefs in thefe Articles of a much greater Importance than is generally obferved. 

The Column of Statefmcn and Warriors , is a Thing hitherto unattempted in any Tables of Chronology, and will 
be found to give confiderable Light to the Column of Remarkable Events; becaufe they are the great 
Adtors in the public Tranfadfions of the World, and are therefore fo difpofed in the Tables, as to be eafily 
connedted by the Eye with thofe Battles and Revolutions in which they were principally concerned. Mons r le 
Prefident Henaut feems to have underftood the great Ufe of this Column, as appears from his excellent Chro¬ 
nological Abridgment of the Hi/lory of France, where, at the Beginning of every Reign, he has given us a Lift of 
fuch as were the moft eminent in that particular Kingdom. 

In the Column of Men of Learning and Genius, as well as in that of the Statefmen and Warriors, we have 
made one ufeful Improvement; and that is, the adding to each Perfon, the Tear of his Death and his Age. For by 
thefe we may determine the Diftance and Coincidence of a Multitude of other Circumftances ; and the more 
intimately converfant we are with any Branch of Hiftory or Learning, we fhall be the more fenfible of the 
Ufefulnefs and Importance of this Addition. 


We have likewife added many New Columns, even in the Succeffion of fevcral Kingdoms, which will be 
difeovered by a more particular Comparifon of them with thofe of Helvicus, or of any other; and at pre¬ 
fent we fhall only refer to the Plate, N° 29. where we have given a clear View of all the New Monarchies 
which fprung from the Irruption of the Northern Nations. For this is a Part of Hiftory which is of all 
others the moft complicated, and has been hitherto the lcaft underftood; becaufe the Rife of new King¬ 
doms occafions that Peculiarity of Confufion in Hiftorical Matters, which nothing but a Chronological 
Tabic can properly clear up. And this ought to be confidered, too, as a more critical Point of Time, be¬ 
caufe it is the true Source of all the confiderable Monarchies now in being ; and is therefore the proper vEra 
of Connexion betwixt what is called the Ancient and Modern Hiftory. 

The Engraving of the Tables, has enabled us to render the whole more diftindt and ufeful than could 
have been done by common Printing; becaufe the Fifty faint Hair Lines, which run acrofs every Plate, con¬ 
tain each of them an united View of the State of the World, for one Year ; and lead the Eye, by a plain and 
clear Direction, from any particular Event, to the Year of the Reign of the different Kings of particulai

There arc alfo fubjoined proper Indexes, for the readier finding both the Perfons and the remarkable 

Events recorded in the Tables, which, we hope, will be found ufeful for many Purpofcs. The firft, con 

taining the Alphabetical Lift of the Perfons, has many additional Articles which could not be introducer 

into the Body of the Tables; fuch as, the Place of the Birth of the Men of Learning, and fome Anecdotes ol 

the Species of Learning for which they were each moft eminent; which tends a little to illuftrate the Lite 
rary Hiftory of the particular Age in which they lived. 

The two Indexes of remarkable Events before and after the Birth of Chrift, are fo contrived as to colletf: al 
the Articles of the fame Nature together, and renders it much eafier to make Cotnparifons and Conclufions 
hom I arttculars fcattered in the Tables, at a great Diftance from each other. It is therefore with this View 
that we have added to each Article, not only the N' of the Plate in which it is to be found, but the particulai 
'tear whether before or after Chrift; though that of the Plate would have been otherwife lufficicnt for rhi 
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common lifts of an Index. And tfe would for this Reafon recommend a frequent Perufal of rhefe Indexes 
for the acquiring a more thorough Knowledge of the Tables, as it more effectually awakens our Curiofiry, to 
examine the Events in the particular Plates ; and then it fixes them in our Minds, by many ftrong and 
remarkable Connections, which is indeed the great Secret of a local Memory. 

For Example, under the Word Battle, we have collected all the different Barries, in their proper Order* 
and we have likewife added to moft of them, the Names of the Victor, and of the Vanquifhed; which the 
Brevity eflentiai to Chronological Tables would not allow us to mention in its proper Place. In the fame 
Manner, we have given a Lift of all the different Wars, ranged according to the Series of Time ; every Thing 
that regards Aftronomy, under Astronomical Observations ; every Thing that regards Law, under that 

Title i and fo on of many others. 

And now we have little more to mention upon this Head, but only to fliow the fir ft and fimpleft Method of 
entering the Tables, and acquiring a Knowledge of Chronology, for the Ufe of fuch as are not accuftomed 
to Works of this Sort. 

Suppofe we fhould be reading any Part of the Roman Hiftory, for Example, that of Cicero, and fhould de¬ 
fire to know the State of the World at that Time. We muft therefore begin with con fulling the Index of Re¬ 
markable Events, before the Birth of Chrift; and there we {hall find his Name, accompanied with the fol¬ 
lowing Articles :

Let us therefore begin with the firft Article, and examine the State of the World at the Birth of Cicero, 
which is put down as having happened 107 Years before Chrift, and to be found in the 18th Plate. We muft 
therefore turn over the Plates, till we come to No. 18. in the Title of which is inferibed, The II d Century 
before Christ, Part 2 d , and under it are the different Chronological Periods, Julian Period — Years of 
Nabonassar—Olympiads — Years of Rome, and Years before Christ. 

Next to thefe are the different Columns, of The Kings of Egypt—The Kings of Syria—The Kings of 
Pergamus—The Kings and High Priests of the Jews; Men of Learning or Genius; Remarkable 
Events ; Statesmen, Warriors, &c. 

Now as that of the Years before Chrift, is the iEra to which the Number 107 refers, we muft go down that 
Column of Figures, beginning with 150, till we find 107, which lies in the laft Divifion, and 7 Places above 
the Bottom of the Page; and having once got this Number, we muft run our Eye acrofs the Plate and along 
the Hair Line, to the Column of Remarkable Events, where we find this Article thus entered; 

Cicero is born on the 3 d of the Nones of January, which agreed with the Beginning of November according to the Julian Tear . 

But Hill the Year of Rome, and that of the other /Eras, might be defired ; to anfwer which, we muft again 
carry back our Eye to the Number 107, already found, being the Year before Chrift, and on the fame Line on 
the other Side, we find thefe Numbers : 

Firft 647* which is the Year of Rome, according to Varro; 

Next 2, which {hews it to have been on the 2 d Year of the CLXVIII ,h Olympiad, which is marked on the 
Line above ; 

Then 642, the correfponding Year of Nabonaffar; and in the firft Column of all, is 

4607, the Year of the Julian Period coinciding with rhefe other/Eras, and with the Year 107 before Chrift. 

We next come to inquire about the State of the different Kingdoms, in that Year 107; firft, in the Column 
of Egypt we find the Figure 10 marked on the Hair Line, which {hows it to be the io ,u Year of the Reign of 
Ptolemy Lathurus, King of Egypt*, with his Mother Cleopatra, firnamed the Elder, whofc Names are marked 
a little higher, when they began to reign. In the Column of Kings of Syria, we find the Figure 17 marked, 
which £hows it to be the i7 ,b Year of Antiochus VIII. firnamed Cyprus ; and in the fame Column, on the other 
Side, though ftill on the fame Hair Line, is the Figure 6, as being the 6 th Year of the Reign of Antiochus IX. 
firnamed Cyzicenus, King of Ccclefyria, which was Part of Syria, then ere&cd into a feparate Kingdom. 
In the Column of Kings of Pergamus, we find nothing marked, bccaufc by calling our Eye upwards, wc 
may obferve that Kingdom had been bequeathed to the Romans in the Year 133 before Chrift. But ftill along 
the Hair Line above mentioned, in the Column of High Priefts and Princes of the Jews, we find it was the T‘ 
Year of Ariftobulus, firnamed Philellen, who had juft fuccecdcd John I-Iyrcanus, and was himfclf fucceeded, 
in the following Year, by Alexander Jannacus. 

But we may enquire ftill farther, what was the Situation of the Roman Republic at that Time? And in 
order to underftand this, what we have already mentioned muft be recollected. That each Angle Line con¬ 
tains the Events of that Angle Year to which it correfponds, along the Hair Line, by which we may cafily 
difeover, that the Romans were at that Time engaged in two great Wars, one againft Jugurtha, and another 
againft the Teurones and Cinibri; for the Line immediately below tells us, that Jugurtha was delivered up 
to Marius, by Bocchus, in the following Year 106, which therefore concluded the five Years of the Jugur- 
thine War* and on the fecond Line below, which correfponds to the Year before Chrift 105, CtEpio and Mani- 
lius were ignottiinioufly defeated by the Teutoncs, on the Banks of the Rhone, where 80,000 Romans were 
killed; and by running our Eye upwards, along the Column of Remarkable Evenrs, wc may proceed to con¬ 
nect it in our Memory with a Multitude of other Particulars, fuch as, 

Th$t io Years before this, Marius, when Tribune, had imprifoned Mctclluo the Conful, for oppofing a 
Law which he propofed about the Bridges of Rome. 

That 14 Years before this, Caius Gracchus was killed, in attempting an Agrarian Law. 

That 26 Years before this, Nuraantia was deftroyed by P. C.Scipio, firnamed Afrtcanm TL 5 being the 
fame Year in which Pergamus was bequeathed to the Romans; and in which Tiberius Gracchus 
was killed, in attempting his Agrarian Law. 
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That 39 Years before this, Carthage and Corinth were both deftroyed, the firft by Scipio, and the feconc 
by Mummius. 

If we defire to know the State of Learning of that Age, we may find it from the Column of Men of Learn 
ing and Genius ; for fuch then were, Caftor of Rhodes the Chronologer and Hiftorian ; 

Menecrates, of Ny.fa, the Grammarian *; 

Lucilius, the firft Roman Satirift, who died in 103, JEt. 46; 

Apoliodorus, of Athens, the Chronologer and Grammarian; 

Marcus Antonius fen r , the Roman Orator, who died in 87, JE t. 56 ; 

Lucius CrafTus, the Roman Orator, who died in 91, JEt. 49; 

Athenion, the Peripatetic Philofopher, who died about 95 ; 

Artemidorus, ofEphefus, the Geographer. 

All of whom were alive and eminent about the Birth of Cicero, though they are placed according to the 
Times in which they principally flourifhed, without being ftri&ly confined to a particular Year; for the Pe¬ 
riod of their fiourifhing is eafily determined from the Year of their Death, and their Age, which is generally 
added, when it can be found. And the fame Rule is obferved, in difpofing the Column of Statefraen and 
Warriors, though, in general, they are more direfrly connected with thofe remarkable Events which they 
either occafioned or conducted. For we find there the following Names: 

Caius Marius, the Roman General, who died in 86 ; 

L. Caxilius Metellus, firnamed Dalmaticus ; 

Ptolemy Appion, King of Gyrene; 

Alexander, King of Cyprus, and afterwards of Egypt, who died in 88 ; 

Jugurtha, King of Numidia, who died in 106; 

Bocchus, King of Mauritania ; 

Metellus, firnamed Numidicus, who was banifhed Rome in too; 

(L Servilius Caepio, the Roman General, who died about 95; 

Antigonus the Jewifli Prince, who died in 106; 

Athenion, the General of the Slaves in Sicily, who died in 102. 

Let us take another Part of the Life of Cicero, which is his Suppreflion of the Cataline Confpiracy, and ob- 
ferve its Connection with t he other Parts of the Roman Hiftory. And here I cannot help observing a very 
common Miftake, among a Number of People, who conceive, that the Cataline Confpiracy was prior in Time 
to the Jugunhine War, becaufe it is printed and placed before it, in Saluft’s Account of both thefe Tranfac- 
tions: which is a plain Proof how much a Prejudice, only acquired by Accident, may darken the cleareft Pe¬ 
riod of Hiftory. For the Tables plainly fliow, that the Jugurthine War began no lefs than 48 Years before 
the Cataline Confpiracy. 

We have already obferved, that this Confpiracy was detected by Cicero in O&o 1 , 63 Years before Chrift, and 
to be found in the 19 th Plate. 

According then to the Method above mentioned, we find, that the Year 63 before Chrift, was the 691“ Year of 
Rome, the s d Year of the CLXXIX th Olympiad, the 686'“ Year of NabonafTar, and 4651“ of the Julian Period; 
and in the Column of Kings, that it was in the 3 d Year of Ptolemy Dionyfius, firnamed Auletes, King of 
Egypt. We obferve in the next Column, that the Kingdom of Syria had been conquered two Years before by 
Pompcy, who reduced it to a Roman Province; and in the Column of Kings of the Jews, that it was the firft 
Year of the Reftoration of Hyrcanus II.; for the Remarkable Events mention, that Jerufalem was taken by 
Pompey (that very Year), who reftored Hyrcanus. The Cataline Confpiracy appears then to have been in 
Agitation when Pompey was engaged in this War in Judsea 5 and when Mithridates killed himfelf, after 
being defeated by his Son Pharnaces: and wc can difeover from the Tables, that Cicero was then 43 Years 
old, Gjefar 37, and Pompey 39. 

By looking back in the Tables, we obferve, that it was 1 6 Years after Sylla had refigned his Difratorfhip. 
In the Tranfaftion icfelf, it is mentioned to have been detected by Cicero in Odtober, and defeated by Antony 
the Conful in December: fo that the whole Affair was difeovered and fuppreffed in about two Months. And 
when vve defeend, in the Column of Events, we find, that it was a little lefs than three Years before the 1“ 
Triumvirate of Cxfar, Pompey, and Craflus, which began in the Autumn of the Year 60 before Chrift. We 
find next that Cicero was banifhed in the Calends of April, of the Year 58, at the very Time that Csefar began 
Jiis Expedition againft Gaul, for he attacked the Hclvetii upon the i" Day of April ; and this Banifhment of 
Cicero appears to have continued one Year and five Months, as he was recalled from his Retirement at 
Thcftalonica about the Beginning of Scpt r 57 ; fo that his Return was about fix Years after the Cataline 
Confpiracy. The Death of CrafTus was near ten Years after it, being defeated and killed by the Parthians, 
ar Sinnnea in Mesopotamia, on the 9 <! ' of June 53. Now the Space from this laft Event, to the Beginning of 
the Civil War, makes an Interval of about 3 Years and 4 Months, as it broke out on the aa* of O&ober 50, ac¬ 
cording to the Julian Year, though the Romans, from the Miftake in their Calendar, reckoned it to be the 
Calends of January of the following Year. And from this Date of O6to* 22*, when the Senate ordered Ccefar 
to difband his Army, wc find there was an Interval of two Months and four Days to the Siege of Brundufium, 
which he began on Dec' 26 th : Pompey failed from thence Jan f 3 d , 49, and Ctefar entered it on the 4 th , and 
came to Rome upon the 19 th ; befieged Marfcillcs in the Spring of that Year; defeated Pompcy’s Lieutenants 
in Spain in the Summer ; returned to Rome in Sept\ and crofted the Adriatic into Epirus on the 1 5 th of 0 <fto r : 
all of which happened in the Year 49 before Chrift. The Battle of Pharfalia was fought upon the 20 th of 
July following, according to their erroneous Calendar, though really about the 12of the Julian May, being 
48 Years befote Chrift, the 706** Year of Rome, according to Varro, the t” Year of CLXXXIIl* Olympiad, the 
/OF* Year of Nabonaftar, and the 466ft Year of the Julian Period. And with regard to the collateral Reigns,

it was oh the 4 ,h Year of Ptolemy Dionyfius, King of Egypt, with his Sifter Cleopatra, and the i6‘" of Hyr- 
canus II. King of the Jews. 

And now let us conclude thefe Examples, with the particular Asras and State of the World, at the Birth of 
our Saviour. 

From the Index we are directed to the 20' 1 Plate, where, upon the s ,b Year before the Vulgar /Era, we have 
his Birth marked to have been on Dec' 25 th , and by running our Eye acrofs the Hair Line, we find it to be 
the 749”' Year of Rome, according to Varro, the 4 ,h Year of the CXCIIF Olympiad, the 7^ Year of Nabonaf- 
far, and the Year 4709 of the Julian Period; it was likewife in the 27'“ Year of the Reign of Auguftus the 
Roman Emperor, counting it from his Vidlory over Antony at Acftium, Sept'3 d , 31 ; and it was alfo in the 
33“ Year of Herod King of the Jews, from which Year of his Reign, as we lhall Ihew in the Diftertations, 
we have been induced to fix the true Birth of Chrift, as happening 4 Years before the Common JE ra. 

Then as to the Political State of the World, we find that Auguftus was at this Time at Peace with all 
Nations, and continued fo till the Armenian War, which began 3 Years after, under his Grandfon Caius 
Catfar. We may obferve likewife thac Auguftus had then loft his two Great Miniflers, as Marcus Vipfanius 
Agrippa died in Campania on the i9 ,h of March, 12, which was above 7 Years and 9 Months before the 
true Birth of Chrift, and Maecenas died in the Month of Auguft of the Year 8, which was only 3 Years and four 
Months before that Birth; Tiberius had retired the preceding Year to Rhodes, from a Jealoufy of the two Young 
Ctefars, who were the Grandfons of Auguftus, being the Sons of Agrippa, by his Daughter Julia. 

As to the State of Learning, we find that the famous Varro had been dead about 23 Years, Cornelius 
Nepos 20, Virgil 14 Years 3 Months and 3 Days, as he died at Brundufium, or, as Servius has it, at Taren- 
tum, Sept 1 22% 19 Years before the Vulgar vEra'; Tibullus was dead likewife 14 Years, being on the fame 
Year with Virgil, and Horace 3 Years and 28 Days, as he died on the 27'" of Nov', in the Year 8, before the 
Vulgar /Era, having furvived his Patron Maecenas about 3 Months. 

Thefe few Examples will perhaps be fu/ficicnt to inftruct even the Ignorant in the Manner of confulting 
the Tables, and we hope that fuch as are more Learned, will excufe the Detail, which has been thought 
necefiary for that Purpofe. 

Thefe Tables'- were honoured upon the firft Publication in 1754., with the Countenance of fomeof the firft Per- 
fonages in this Country; particularly of the late Earls of Bath and Hardwjcke, two of the ableft and mod 
eminent Men which this Kingdom has produced; and therefore the Author hopes he will be excufed in 
taking this Opportunity of declaring his private Gratitude and Veneration for two fuch Charaifters who are 
now far removed out of the Reach either of Slander or Adulation. 

The Diffiertations upon the difficult Parts of Chronology, which were preparing for the Prefs at the Time of the firft 
Edition of thefe Tables, have been long interrupted by a Duty to which the Author was called upon foon 
after to difeharge, which was the Attendance on his late Royal Highnefs The Duke of York. And as this, 
for the Courfe of near Eleven Years, engrafted without any Interruption all his Thoughts and Leifure, it is 
therefore the only Apology he can give for having fo long delayed the Publication of that Part of his 
Work. 

How much that excellent young Prince deferred of the World and of his Country, was evident, and will 
be long remembered, by every one who had the Honour of being near his Perfon, or to whom he was at 
all known. For, amidft the Gaiety of Youth, enlivened by a great conftirutional Vivacity, few Pcrfonages 
of his high Rank had a more Ready Attention to Bufmefs, or a firmer Attachment to Men whofe Characters 
he approved. 

To Science in particular he was one of the warmed Friends, and took all Opportunities of honouring and 
promoting every ufeful or ingenious Improvement in Knowledge. 

Flattered, unhappily, with an Idea of having a Conftitution equal to every Fatigue, and poftefted of a 
Flow of natural Chearfulnefs and animal Spirits which neither travelling nor watching feemed to leften, he 
fell a Victim to this ill-grounded Prcpoile/lion. For the too intenfe Excrcil'c he took in a fultry Seafon and 
Climate, brought upon him the Attack of a Putrid Fever, againft which he was perhaps lefs fortified than 
inoft other Pcrfons from his great Temperance in Wine ; lb that its Violence loon put a Period to his Life in 
the Bloom and Vigour of Youth, and when he was juft entering with uncommon Sedulity into the Career 
of publick Bulinefs, where his Abilities would have rendered him of the greateft Service to the King his 
Royal Brother, and to his native Country. Even in his laft Moments he lhewed the ftrongert Proofs of a 
Fortitude and Refignation, as well as a Prcfcncc of Mind which was natural and unaffected, and would 
have diftinguilhed his Character had he been born even in the lowcft Rank of human Life. 

It was in compliance with his Royal Highncfs's Defirc that I have endeavoured to improve thefe Tables 
of Chronology, by adding fourteen Mops, Part of them containing the ancient and Part of them the mod.m 
Geography , which arc fo difpofed in different Places of the Tables, as to iiluftrate the Times and Periods when

* A« the little Ornament which is given in the Title Page, has pleated fome good Judges, they have defired a particular Account of the Dcfign : 

The Story then, is that of Herodotus reading his Hiftory at the Olympick Games, and is founded on a Paflage of Lucian, in his Piece called Herodotus, 
or Action, and at the Recital of which, Thucididcs, then a Boy, is faid to have cried with Tears of Admiration, as taken notice of by Marcclimus in his 
Life of that Hiftorian. 

The Figure of Herodotus will be eafily known, as being the Principal in the Piece, and having a Scroll in his Left Hand, on which may be read, 
5RPSOY KATABASIS, The Expedition of Xerxes. For as this was the moil violent and dangerous Attack upon the general Liberties of Greece, 
and Derationed the burning of all their Temples by the Perfiant, which were ever afterwards left in Ruins, as a publick Monument of their Barbarity; it was 
therefore attended with all the Circumftances which could awaken their Enthufiafm and their Horror. And we are directed to fix upon this Subjeft the 
rather, becaufe Lucian mentions it, as the Part of the Hiftory which had affected them the moft. “ For when the Time, fay he, of the Griat Olympick 
M Games drew near, Herodotus found this to be the very Opportunity he fo much defired, as it aficmblcd together alt the moft eminent Men of Greece. He 
“ entered therefore the OflllQOAOMOE, and prefented himfejf, not at a Spectator, but as one ready to contend in the Games; and when he recited his 
“ Hiftory, he fo enchanted every one prefent, that they diftinguifhed his different Books, by way of Title, with the Names of the Mufes, as being alfo 
“ Nine in Number. And he became at onco more univerfaUy knowti than the Olympick Conquerors themfelves j for thero was none but had heard of the 
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the Countries delineated in e-acli Map were the principal Scenes of Action. For in his Royal Highnefs’s Appli¬ 
cation to the Perufal of the Political Hiftory of the World in its various Branches, to which indeed all his 
Mornings were generally devoted, he found it of great Advantage, for the clearer undemanding of any 
TranfaAion or Event to have the Country and the Period of Time placed before him in one View, as the 
proper Companions to each other. And as they have been privately ufed in this Manner for fome Years 
paft they are now publiflied to the World, with the Hopes of their being found of Service to fuch who may 

employ any of their leifure Hours in the Study either of ancient or modern Hiftory. 

A few of the Maps have been copied from M. Delijle and M. Robert , but by much the greateft Number 

of them were drawn under the Author’s immediate Infpedtion by M. De Larocbette, from the lateit and mod 
accurate Difcoveries and Obfervations. And that the Errors in other Maps, and the Times when they were 
rectified might be the eafier traced and known, a Differtation is prefixed to the whole on the Rife and Progrefs of 
Geography , which though far from being fo complete as the Author could have wiflied, may (till be of fome ufe 
to many who have been hitherto lefs converfant in this Branch of Science. 


“ Name of Herodotus - either fuch as were prefent themfelves at Olympia, or had enquired of fuch as had been there. And wherever he appeared, they 
“ pointed him out, faying, « This is that Herodotus who described the Persian Hatties, in the Ionian Dialect, and who so 

“ Olympick Judges, who are raifed above the reft upon a particular Seat or Bench, with a femicircular Table before 

them on which there lie/as the proper Insignia, the Palm Branch and the three Olive Crowns . We have placed only fix Judges on the Bench, though 
Ltq from Paufanias V that there were ten Judges in the Days of Herodotus ; becaufe it would have crowded that Part of the Piece too much, if we 

hadTaken them all in : Sothat we may fuppofe, four of them might be abfent by reafon of Sicknefs or other Hu fin eft 

Upon the Front of the Bench, we have put a plain Infcription, fimilar to many mentioned by Pausanias, figmfytng that it was the Seat of the 
Olympick t udges, EAAANOAIKftN OATMIUKUN EAPA, and wc have placed this t%at or Seat, near the Goal of the Stadium, agreeable to a Paflage 

in Paufanias p 180. '£ls tpirnxoitv TptU, in) t« op* jut rso •srepxrt, EMavoIixai. 

The Stadium or circular Range of Trees, round which the Races were made, appear in the Piaurc immediately behind Herodotus and the Crowd J. 
The Bov {landing juft under the Right Arm of Herodotus, is intended for the Figure of Thucidides, who is fuppofed to be about fourteen Years of Age; 
there is a Tear juft trickling down his Left Cheek, which, joined to that Attention with which he gazed upon Herodotus, fhews that he cried rather from 
Admiration than from Grief; as if the firft Sparks of his Emulation, aS an Hiftorian, were kindled from what he then heard. For Marcellinus mentions, 
that Herodotus took particular Notice of his Behaviour, and made the following Obfervation to his Father, « Thy Son, O Olorus! has a ftrong Impulfe 
“ in his Nature to Science.” Which is rather more expreflive in the Original, O top, lpx fums t« uh Qz pMnarx j). 

The round Sphere or Globe, which is raifed upon the Dorick Pillar in the Middle of the Pidurc, reprefonts the famous Olympick Dilk, which has the 

Word EKEXEIPIA inferibed upon it; for Paufanias tells us, iib. v. p. 168, that the Eleans ufed this Difk for proclaiming and publifliing Peace to all 
_ . • {VimCZimrQ ■ which favs he. was not wrote unoii the Difk in ftreieht Lines, but round ir. in a rir-

fhail 1give below for thcAmufement of the Learned §. Upon the lower Part of the Difk, the Names of Iphitus and Lycurgus were inferibed, which is men¬ 
tioned by Plutarch in the Beginning of his Life of Lycurgus, as a Quotation from Ariftotle ; and it is confirmed likewife by what Paufanias fays of their 
being cotemporary, lib. v. p. 150, which Syncellus particularly takes notice of in his Quotation from Ariftodemus, p. 196. 

The Back Ground of the Pi&ure, behind the Judges, reprefents what Paufanias calls. The Treafury of Altis , which was a large Traft of Olympia, con¬ 
taining fome of the moft magnificent Antiquities of Greece ; for it was crowded with Altars and Temples to all the Heathen Deities, which had been crofted 
there by different States and Cities at different Times, as Memorials of Battles and Conquefts, of which the moft remarkable was that dedicated to the 
Olympian Jupiter, by the Eleans, out of the Spoils of Pifa, when they deftroyed that City; in which Temple was enthroned the Statue of Jupiter, the 
Mafter-piece of Phidias, and made of folid Gold and Ivory. This Treafury contained likewife many Obclifis, which were the Monuments of Peace betwixt 
different Nations, the Treaties being inferibed upon them at full Length; fuch as the thirty Years Truce between the Athenians and Lacedemonians, which 
was wrote upon a Column of Brafs; and there Rood alfo, fcattered about, a great Number of Statues of their Gods, Heroes, and Olympick Vidors. 
But we fhail infift no farther upon thefe Particulars at prefent, and therefore we beg leave to clofe this Account, by referring the more curious Reader 
to the Fifth and Sixth Books of Paufanias , where he will find Materials for much Speculation, in what regards cither the Antiquity or Magnificence of the 

fine Arts.

f The Olympick Judges were incrcafcd at different Times, and their Number was often varied, according to Paufanias, lib. v. p. 156. Wcchel, Fran- 

cof. 1583 , who gives the following Account of them. 

Iphitus prefided alone at his fiift Celebration of the Olympick Games, and this Honour was continued to the Poficrity of Oxylus, who all prefided fingly 
till the L ,h Olympiad ; but, on this Olympiad two Judges were chofen by Lot, from the City of Elis, which Number were thus continued for many Years* 
till, in the twenty-fifth Olympiad after this, which anfwers to the LXXV ,h Olympiad, when the Number of the HA AANOAIK AI, or Olympick Judges , was 
incrcafcd to nine, three of which were appointed for the Horfc Races, three for the Pentathlon, or five united Games, and the reft for the remaining Games; 
and in the LXXV 1 I' 1 ’ Olympiad, a tenth Judge was added. In the CIlI d Olympiad, the Eleans, having modelled their Government according to XII 
Tribes or Divifions, each Tribe font a particular Judge to the Olympick Games; but their War with the Arcadians following foon after, they loft great 
Part of their Territory, and their Tribes were contracted to eight ; therefore only eight Olympick Judges were chofen for the CIV'*' Olympiad; but in the 
CVlli' h Olympiad, their Number was again encreafed to ten, and continued fo till the Days of Paufanias. 

From tins Account, it appears, that there were ten Judges in the Days of Herodotus, as he flourifhed about the LXXXIII J Olympiad. 

X The naked Situation of the Plains of Olympia, before the planting of the Stadium by Hercules, and the Manner how he firft difeovered the beautiful 
Olive Trees, with which he enclofcd it, is excellently deferibed by Pindar, in his Third Olympick Ode, to which Mr. Weft has done great Juftice in hi* 
Tranflation. See likewife Paufanias, lib. v, p. 154.
